The  Council  shall  consist  of  Seven  Councillors, 
and  the  whole  number  iiresent  at  each  meeting 
thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  Four. 

The  nomination  for  the  first  election  of  Councillors 
shall  bo  on  the  2nd  day  of  June,  1873,  at  12  o’clock 
noon,  and  the  election,  in  case  a iioll  shall  be  demand- 
ed, shall  be  on  the  3rd  day  of  June,  and  shall  continue 
for  one  day  only,  and  the  [loll  shall  be  kept  open 
between  the  hours  of  Oa..m.  and  5 p.  .m.,  and  \Villiam 
Henry  Newton,  Esquire,  shall  bo  the  Returning  Officer 
thereat. 

The  nomination  shall  take  place,  and  the  poll,  if 
any,  shall  be  held  at  the  School  House.  Langley. 

Ten  daj's’  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  nomin- 
ation and  holding  of  the  poll  shall  be  given  by  the 
said  Returning  Officer  ; such  notice  to  be  posted 
during  that  period  on  the  outer  door  of  the  School 
House. 

Every  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  have  seven 
votes,  being  one  for  each  Councillor  to  be  elected, 
but  he  may  vote  for  any  less  number  than  seven. 
Provided,  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than 
one  vote  in  favor  of  any  one  candidate,  or  vote  on 
more  than  one  occasion.  And  in  the  event  of  the 
number  of  votes  being  found  to  have  been  equal  for 
any  two  or  more  Candidates,  one  or  more  of  whom, 
but  not  all  of  such  Candidates,  being  by  the  state  of 
the  poll  entitled  to  be  declared  elected,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  by  a casting  vote  or  votes,  as  the  case 
may  be,  decide  which  of  the  Candidates  for  whom 
the  voles  may  be  equal  shall  be  elected.  Provided, 
that  the  said  Returning  Officer  shall  not  vote  e.xcept 
in  the  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  as  aforesaid. 

.Vll  e.xpenses  attendant  upon  said  Election  shall  be 
borne  by  the  Candidates  in  equal  proportion  ; such 
e.xpenses  shall  not  e.xceed  in  the  whole  one  hundred 
dollars. 

The  Candidates  (duly  qualified)  who  shall  obtain 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  I)e  ilunicipal 
Councillors. 

The  voting  for  Councillors  shall  be  open,  and  no 
one  shall  vote  by  pro.xj". 

If  the  Warden,  or  any  of  the  Municipal  Councillors, 
or  any  person  on  his  or  their  behalf,  or  any  person  in 
partnership  with  him  or  them,  shall  enter  into  or 
obtain  anj'  interest,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any 
contract  entered  into  b}-  or  with  the  Corporation, 
such  Warden  or  Municijial  Councillor  having  any 
interest  in  any  contract,  or  having  become  disquali- 
fied as  aforesaid,  .shall  immediately  be  disquali- 
fied from  continuing  to  be  Warden  or  Municipal 
Councillor,  as  tlic  case  may  be. 

Provided,  always,  that  if  any  Warden  or  .Municipal 
Councillor,  or  eitiier  of  them,  shall  vote  at  any 
meeting  of  tlie  .Mniiicipal  Council,  or  shall  not  resign 
his  office  within  the  space  of  one  calendar  month 
from  the  time  when  he  shall  have  entered  into  or 
obtained  any  interest  in  any  such  contract  as  afore- 
said, such  Warden  or  .Municipal  Councillor  shall 
forfeit  to  the  Corporation  a sum  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars;  and  as  to  the  said  sum,  the  same  may 
be  recovered  by  action,  to  be  brought  in  the  name  of 
“JThe  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Langley,” 
but  all  votes  given  hinder  such  circumstances  shall 
be  valid. 

The  Returning  Officer  shall,  on  the  day  of  nomin- 
ation, at  noon,  nominate  such  persons  as  shall  be  put 
in  nomination  in  that  behalf,  by  some  duly  qualified 
voter,  as  Candidates  for  the  office,  as  prescribed  by 
“The  Municipality  .\ct,  1872,”  and  “ The  Munici- 
pality Act  Amendment  Act,  1873  ; ” a show  of  hands 
shall  then  take  jdace,  and  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
thereupon  declare  whicli  of  the  Candidates  has  or 
have  been  elected  by  the  show  of  hands. 


-\ny  Candidate,  or  voter  on  his  behalf,  may 
....ereupou  demand  a poll,  whicli  shall  lie  taken  on 
the  day  o‘'  jioHing,  and  the  Keturuiiig  Officer  shall, 
within  Iweuly-four  hours  after  the  close  of  I he  poll, 
publicly  declare  the  nu.ub  'r  polled  foi  each  Candi- 
date, and  who  has  or  h.ive  been  elected  by  the 
greatest  number  id'  votes. 

The  Returning  Oilicer,  after  the  declaration  of  the 
poll,  shall  retain  the  [loll  hook.s  until  a Clerk  shall 
be  duly  apiiointed,  to  whom  he  .shall  f(,rthwith  de- 
liver the  .same;  and  such  lleturning  Oilicer  or  Clerk, 
respectively,  shall  iiermit  eny  reasonable  inspection 
thereof  by  any  duly  (|ualified  voter,  and  if  required, 
furnish  a certified  copy  thereof,  upon  payment  of 
twenty-five  cents  per  hundred  words. 

Every  person  who  bhall  have  iireser.ted  himself  for 
nomination,  and  who  shall  have  been  elected  a Muni- 
cipal Councillor,  must  serve,  or  in  default  pay  a sum 
of  two  hundred  and  fit'iy  dollars  towards  the  .Muni- 
cipal Revenue;  such  sum,  with  costs,  to  be  recover- 
able by  the  Clerk  of  the  .Mnniciital  Council,  sum- 
marily, before  any  Justice  of  (he  Peace  aforesaid. 

In  case  of  the  death,  bankruptcy,  insolvency, 
resignation,  or  permanent  absence  for  the  space  of 
three  consecutive  calendar  mouths  from  the  Munici- 
pality, of  the  Warden  for  the  time  being,  or  in  case 
the  Warden  shall  decline  to  accept  office,  the  Munici- 
pal Councillor  who  shall  be  selected  by  the  Municipal 
Council  for  that  purpose,  shall  preside  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  .Municipal  Council,  and  shall  have  the 
same  jiowers,  duties,  and  privileges,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  liabilities  and  responsibilities  which  the 
Warden  would  have  had,  and  been  subject  to,  if 
presiding,  until  the  ne.vt  day  of  election. 

In  case  of  the  death,  bankruptcy,  insolvency,  re- 
signation, or  permanent  absence  from  the  Municipality 
for  the  space  of  three  calendar  mouths,  of  any  one  or 
more  Councillors,  or  in  case  of  a Municipal  Council- 
lor filling  such  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Warden,  the 
Warden  shall,  by  writing,  call  on  the  Returning  Offi- 
cer to  cause  some  duly  qualified  person  to  be  elected 
in  the  stead  of  the  vacating  Councillor,  by  some  da}', 
not  sooner  than  twenty-one  days  from  the  date  of  the 
said  notice ; and  such  election  shall  take  place  ac- 
cordingly, and  such  Councillor  shall  act  for  the  resi- 
due of  the  term  for  which  such  Councillor  so  dead, 
bankrupt,  insolvent,  absent,  or  resigned,  would  have 
held  the  same. 

The  Warden  shall,  within  ton  daj's  from  such  va- 
cancy, fix  the  day  for  the  nomination  and  election  of 
such  new  ^Itinicipal  Councillor  or  Councillors,  and 
the  nomination  and  polling  shall  be  held  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

The  validity  of  all  contested  elections  shall  be  tried 
before  any  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  manner 
following: — Any  voter  or  candidate  may  present  a 
petition  to  the  said  Supreme  Court,  praying  that  the 
election  of  any  ^lunicipal  Councillor  may  be  avoided, 
on  either  of  the  following  grounds:— By  reason  of 
bribery,  intimidation,  or  undue  influence;  b}' reason 
of  such  Municipal  Councillor  not  having  obtained  .a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  the  duly  qualified  electors; 
by  reason  of  such  Municipal  Councillor  not  possess- 
ing the  requisite  qualification,  or  being  under  some 
disqualification  as  aforesaid.
